The resolution catling for prompt 
action by the state legislature in the 
matter of county libraries, is seen as 
adding impetus to the movement to 
place Georgia’s library facilities on 
a par with that of other states in the 
country, of which all but five, in- 
cluding. Florida and Georgia in the 
south, have county library. systems 
functioning. 

Miss Julia W. Merrill, executive 
assistant of the American Library As- 
sociation’s committee on library ex- 
tension, who was in Atlanta Wednes- 
day afternoon following attendance 
at the state convention in_ Rome as 
the official representative of the 
American Library Association, out- 
lined the county library system, which

The county system includes branch 


‘libraries in all the major districts as 


county seats, library stations in minor 
rural districts and book automobiles 
or libraries on wheels for closer pub- 
lie contact in the rural districts. Con- 
tinual rotation of books in the branch 
and station libraries would insure 
maximum distribution of the books 
available, according to the county 
system. 

The newest development in the 
county system and one which has 
aided greatly in wide adoption of the 
system throughout the nation has been 
the offer of financial aid to county 
libraries made by the recently enlarged 
Julius Rosenwald fund, Miss Merrill 
explained. 

The Rosenwald fund will be used 
to give substantial aid to counties ap- 
propriating definite sums for library

reclamation and reform of ex-convicts. 
Five: Aid that may be rendered 
by laymen, in the church and out, by 
bringing to the general public a reali- 
zation of the terrible menace now 
existing and by pleading for a 
changed point of view under which the 
matter may be more seriously consid- 
ered. This will better be done by ap- 
peals rather than by denunciations. 
Judge Gilbert said that the World 
War may have been partly respon- 
sible for the crime conditions, bring- 


ing, about a changed viewpoint on the 
part of millions of persons. The movie 
theater was cited as likely another 
cause, where it makes herves out of 
criminals instead of offenders against 
society, he said, urging that the les- 
sons of the movies be made whole- 
some and advising that only whole- 
some theaters be patronized. 
Auto Is Blamed. 

Another contributing cause to the 
crime increase has been the automo- 
bile, which offers opportunity for es- 
cape after crime, and which has had a 
part in bringing about an element of 
rovers over the country, with no fixed 
theater of criminal activity, Justice 
xilbert said. He pointed out that 
30 years ago the sheriffs and police 
knew most of the crooks and were 
able to keep their eyes on them. 

He said that he does not advocate 
doing away with movies or automo- 
biles, but suggests some system of im- 
provement be adopted. In the case of 
automobiles, a system of drivers’ li- 
censes, with photos: of the drivers at- 
tached, might afford detection § of 
criminals, and should be worked out, 
Justice Gilbert declared. 

Justice Gilbert told the story of how 
Hercules cleansed the Augean stables 
by diverting the Alpehus river through 
the stables, and declared that public 
opinion must perform a task similar 
to this in respect to crime in Amer- 
ica. “The pure stream of public opin- 
ion, founded on law observance, must 
be turned against the rotten stables 
of crime; and it is not to be doubted 
that public opinion can perform the 
task as far as it is possible to per- 
form it. One way is to bring facts 
clearly and without exaggeration be- 
fore the people. Graft in office and 
crime throughout the country chal- 
lenge organized government,” he said. 

The justice teld of wrong-doing and 
convictions of crime, beginning with 
cabinet officers in Washington, with 
impeachment trials in the case of 
numbers of governors and judges and 
municipal officers, and directed spe- 
cial attention to exposures of graft 
in New York city, Chicago, Cleveland 
and other large cities, and in the state 
of @hio. “Georgia is merely one state 
in which conditions are perhaps bet- 
ter than in some states and worse 
than in others,” he said. 

The resolution introduced by Wal- 
ter G. Cooper, foreman,.of a recent

ernment is secure and no family 
safe. 

» “We commend and thank Governor

None of the states which are lib- 
eral in granting charters by a gen- 
eral law operating easily has suf- 
fered either in sovereignty or repu- 
tation by so facilitating the business 
of its citizens and those of other 
States.

Murder Decree 
Of Florida Court 
Reversed on Error 


Tallahassee, Fla., May 1.—(P)—A 
life sentence for conviction of second 
degree murder, returned in the circuit 
court for Volusia county against Ed- 
die Pell was reversed today by the 
Florida supreme court. 

Pell was convicted of the killing of 
D. E. Walker, after an altereation. 
The reversal was on the ground that 
a search warrant held by Walker at 
the time of the killing was improperly 
ndmitted, and that the trial judge's 
charge to the jury was in error. 

The appellate court, in habeas cor- 
pus proceedings, ordered H, C. Cooper 
discharged from custody. Cooper was 
arrested in Charlotte county. for pos- 
sessing a gun in a gathe breeding 
ground. The circuit court dismissed 
his petition for a habeas corpus writ, 
and the judgment of that court was 
reversed, the supreme court holding 
that the warrant under which the ar- 
rest was made was defective.

| Rudder Tells of Attempts 


To Escape 


_ Searchers for Southern

Sydney, Australia, May 1.—()— 
A rough diary, scribbled on the rudder 


of their plane, reveaied today the 
tragedy of Robert Hitchcock and 
Keith Anderson, aviators, who lost 
their lives in an attempt to find the 
airplane Southern Cross. The story 
came from a land party under Lieu- 
tenant Eaton. who came upon the air- 
plane Kookaburra with the body of

The Eaton party made a forced,

10. The men tried to construct a run- 
way to permit them to take off again.

war-time. Chicago May deliveries of 
wheat alone today aggregated 9.324.- 
000 bushels as against May deliveries 
of 2,298,000 bushels today at Liver- 
pool. 

Closing quotations on wheat here 
were unsettled at the same as yester- 
days finish to 3-4c off, with the down- 
turn, owing chiefly to unofficial crop 
estimates tomorrow expected to prove 
bearish. Corn closed 1-8 to 5-Se up. 
oats at 1-4¢ decline to 2c ativance, and 
provisions varying from l5dc setback 
to a rise of 40c 

Fluctuations in Chicago wheat val- 
ues today were at no time beyond a 
range of 1 5-Sc, the market keeping 
Within narrower limits than usual, 
despite the immense deliveries taking 
place here. Most of the day, prices 
averaged higher than the previous 
close, traders taking into account a 
prevailing general belief that the 
wheat delivered here had passed into 
strong hands where the volume would 
be unlikely to act as a burden on the 
market. 

Monthly private crop reports to be 
given out tomorrow are expected to 
show that the: probable vield of do- 
mestic winter wheat is well above the 
1928 final estimate, 579,000,000 bush- 
els. Meanwhile too, the general run 
of crop advices today was favorable. 

Incidentally, considerable notice 
was taken of assertions by a Chicago 
trade authority that if the senate acts 
favorably on farm relief. it may be 
the first step toward world-wide agra- 
rian relief movements. 

Corn developed a fairly strong tone 
in the face of hig deliveries today of 
5,588,000 bushels on May contracts 
here.

The opening was stenuy i. a de- 
cline of 8 to 10 points, with active 
months selling 17 to 21 points net 
lower during the first few minutes un- 
der reselling or liquidation by recent 
buyers. May sold off to 19.01 and 
December to 18.61, but th: declines 
represented only a partial response to 
the weakness abroad and the market 
turned steadier on coverin combined 
with some trade ard commission 
house buying. The failure of the Liv- 
verpool weakness to stimulate heavier 
offerings and the market's failure to 
break below last Monday's low prices, 
seemed te promote confidence in the 
technical position and doubtless ac- 
counted for some of the buying. 

A private report pointing to an in- 
erease Of only 1 per cent in acreage 
may have been a contributing factor.

FARM PRICE LEVEL 
DECREASED TWO 
POINTS IN MARCH 


Washington, May 1.—(4)—Depart- 
ment of agriculture figures show that 
the general level of farm prices from 
March 15 to April 15 declined two 
points from 138 per cent of the pre- 
war level. 

The decline -was the result of a gen- 
eral decline in farm prices of all crops, 
live stock products, eggs and wool, 
which was only partly offset by in- 
ereases in the price of hogs, beef cat- 
tle. sheep, lambs, horses and chickens. 

The department also announced that 
farm work had been delayed by bad 
weather in northern areas, that there 


i had been an early season in the south 


and the general outlook ‘on the live 
stock situation was favorable. 

The spring program in the northern 
area was slowed up considerably by 
bad weather, but resulted, the depart- 
ment said, in a good supply of moist- 
ure in the soil, particularly in the 
western wheat belt. 

(‘otton planting in the south has 
been about completed in the northern 
section, and plants in the southern 
portions are making rapid progress 
under favorable conditions. 

The department found fruits have 
had a bad start, the April frosts hav- 
ing cut to one-fourth and one-half 
the California peaches, cherries, plums, 
prunes, almonds and pears. . Loca 
damage from frost also was suffered 
in the eastern fruit sections,

Increase of the federal reserve re- 
discount .rate from 5 to 6 per cent, 
or higher, was advocated by Professor

All present*® call officers 
would be used to help man the radio 
equipped cars. 

Members of the police committee 
pointed out that lack of funds had 
prevented the department at the first 
of the year from obtaining new auto- 
mobiles to replace those practically 
worn and declared that 20 must be 
purchased at once or the efficiency of 
the department cut down materially. 
Installation of the radio system would 
not require any new automotive equip- 
ment. 

When members of the committee 
voted to ask the $10,000 for the radio 
equipment, they acted on a recom- 
mendation of O. H. Pendley, secretary 
of the committee, who has just re- 
turned from Detroit, where he made a 
minute inspection of the operation of 
the system in vogue there. 

“Crime has been reduced about T5 
per cent in certain sections of De- 
troit through use of the police radio 
system,’ Mr. Pendley told members of 
the police committee. “That is be- 
cause the police are on the scene of 
the disturbance in less than five min- 
utes from‘’the time someone gives 
headquarters a call. I think it would 
be a great forward step for Atlanta.”

Douglas. Ariz. May 1—(United 
News.J3—The last stronghold of the 
Mexican revolution returned to fed- 


eral hands today when the garrison | 


of Agua Prieta, surrendered peace- 
fully after a conference here. 

The 900 men under General An- 
tonio Medina turned the town over to 
federals after receiving a promise of 
amnesty from General Juan Almazan, 
commanding the federal army advanc- 
ing from Chihuahua. 

The surrender was announced after 
a two-hour conferehce between Major 
John E. Creed, commander of Ameri- 
can troops at Camp Jones here; Gen- 
eral Medina and consular representa- 
tives. 

(;eneral Medina outlined the terms 
under which the rebels would sur- 
render without. battle and they were 
sent by messenger to General Alma- 
zan, Who was reported only a few 
miles south of the border. General 
Almazan replied favorably and the 
conference adjourned in agreement, 

With the fall of the last border 
port, whereabouts and future plans of 
General J. G. Escobar, supreme com- 
mander of the revolt, remained the 
prineipal object of conjecture. With 
the exception of General Roberta Cruz 
and Manuel Aguirre, who are hiding 
in the Yaqui mountains, he is the only 
chieftain believed to be in Mexico. 
Some reports said that he was south 
of Agua Prieta with a rebel force and 
others that he had already fled to 
the United States.
